BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) — Even as a 
legal challenge is already underway 
over a new Louisiana law requiring 
the Ten Commandments to be dis- 
played in classrooms, the details of 
how the mandate will be implement- 
ed and enforced remain murky. 
Across the country there have been 
conservative pushes to incorporate 
religion into classrooms, from Florida 
legislation allowing school districts to 
have volunteer chaplains to counsel 
students to Oklahoma’s top educa- 
tion official ordering public schools to 
incorporate the Bible into lessons. 
In Louisiana, the logistics for the new 
law are still unclear. 
Unless a court halts the legislation, 
schools have just over five months 
until they will be required to have a 
poster-sized display of the Ten Com- 
mandments in all public school K-12 
and state-funded university class- 
rooms. 
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How will Louisiana’s new Ten Commandments classroom 
requirement be funded and enforced?

But it’s unclear whether the 
new law has any teeth to en- 
force the requirement and 
penalize those who refuse 
to comply. 
Supporters of the law say 
donations will pay for the 
thousands of posters needed, 
while critics argue the law is 
an unfunded mandate that 
could burden schools. And 
teachers in some schools 
have said they likely won’t 
hang the posters, including in 
the blue city of New Orleans, 
where residents and officials 
have a history of resisting con- 
servative policies. 
to enforcement of Louisiana’s 
near-total abortion ban. 
Funding the requirement 
Louisiana has more than 
1,300 public schools. Loui- 


siana State University has 
nearly 1,000 classrooms at 
the main Baton Rouge cam- 
pus alone and seven other 
campuses statewide. That 
means thousands of posters 
will be needed to satisfy the 
new law. 
The Louisiana Department of 
Education is required by the 
new law to identify and post 
on its website resources that 
can provide the posters free 
of charge. 
Lawmakers backing the bill 
said during debate in May 
that the posters or funds 
to print them will likely be 
donated to schools in this 
deep Bible Belt state. Na- 
tionwide praise for the law 
from conservative groups 
and figures including, most 
recently, former President 
Donald Trump, could result 


in outside financial support 
for the mandate. 
Louisiana Family Forum, a 
Christian conservative or- 
ganization, has already cre- 
ated a page on its website for 
donations that “will be used 
specifically for the purpose 
of producing and distributing 
‘10 Commandments’ displays 
to educational institutions 
around Louisiana.” 
But the question of what hap- 
pens if a school doesn’t re- 
ceive enough donations has 
lingered for months with little 
clarity. 
“So schools have the ability 
to raise the funds or they (the 
posters) can be donated. 
But, what if you can’t raise 
the funds or find a donor?” 
state Sen. Royce Duplessis, a 
Democrat who voted against 
the law, asked during debate 


on the legislation last month. 
“I don’t know what happens 
then,” replied state Sen. 
Adam Bass, a Republican 
who co-authored the law. 
The Associated Press reached 
out to multiple co-authors of 
the bill, including Bass and 
the offices of Attorney Gen- 
eral Liz Murrill, Louisiana State 
Superintendent of Educa- 
tion Cade Brumley and the 
state’s Board of Elementary 
and Secondary Education, 
but did not receive answers 
to questions about funding. 
Lawmakers supporting the bill 
were adamant during de- 
bate that the law is clear in 
saying donations would be 
used to obtain the posters. 
Others suggest the law’s lan- 
guage may still allow for the 
purchase of displays through 
public funds. 
“Louisiana’s law does not 
appear to prohibit the use 
of public funds to pay for 
the Ten Commandments 
displays. Such use of tax- 
payer money would only 
exacerbate this egregious 
constitutional violation,” said 
Rachel Laser, president and 
CEO at Americans United for 
Separation of Church and 
State, who opposes the law. 
The law says it “shall not re- 
quire” a public school gov- 
erning authority to spend its 
funds to purchase displays. 
Instead, “to fund the displays 
free of charge, the school 
public governing authority 
shall” either accept donated 
funds to purchase the dis- 
plays or accept donated 
displays. 
Even with sufficient dona- 
tions, opponents say the state 
is still spending money and 
resources to defend a lawsuit 
over a requirement that they 
argue is unconstitutional. 
But supporters say it is a bat- 
tle they are willing to fight. 
Enforcement of the new law 
Louisiana’s 2020 teacher of 
the year, Chris Dier, said he 
doesn’t intend to post the 
Ten Commandments in his 
classroom. 
“I don’t believe in doing 
something that is uncon- 
stitutional and harmful to 
students,” said Dier, who 
teaches at a New Orleans 
high school. 
It’s unclear whether failure to 
comply will result in punish- 
ment as the language in the 


law does not list any reper- 
cussions. While the law speci- 
fies that Louisiana’s Board of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education adopt “rules and 
regulations” to ensure the 
“proper implementation” of 
the mandate, enforcement 
could fall to parish school 
boards or local school dis- 
tricts. 
A similar law passed last year 
mandates “In God We Trust” 
be displayed in classrooms. 
The enforcement and penal- 
ties for noncompliance with 
that law are determined 
by local education agen- 
cies, said Kevin Calbert a 
spokesperson for the Loui- 
siana Board of Elementary 
and Secondary Education. 
The AP emailed 55 mem- 
bers of parish school boards 
across the state, including 
rural and urban parishes in 
Republican-dominated and 
Democratic-leaning areas, 
to ask if they support the law 
and how they plan to en- 
force it. Two replied, saying 
they support the mandate. 
Carlos Luis Zervigon, vice 
president of the Orleans 
Parish School Board, thought 
differently, describing it as 
“blatantly unconstitutional.” 
“I’ve heard no talk or inter- 
est in considering enforc- 
ing this,” the former history 
teacher said. 
“What would be my instinct, 
is to do nothing, unless forced 
to do so.” 
With schools out and many 
school boards meeting less 
frequently in the summer, 
Zervigon said his board hasn’t 
yet talked about the require- 
ment. However, if tasked with 
figuring out the implementa- 
tion and enforcement of the 
mandate, he is likely to take a 
“wait-and-see attitude” until 
the court rules. 
“I could see myself crafting 
a resolution that could say 
something to the effect of, 
‘We will not enforce it until we 
get legal clarity of whether 
this is constitutional or not,’” 
he said. 
However, if New Orleans 
takes the lead, Louisiana 
Gov. Jeff Landry “may ex- 
ercise retribution,” Zervigon 
said. 
Landry, a Republican, at- 
tempted to punish New Or- 
leans in the past after city offi- 
cials expressed opposition.q 
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California Gov. Gavin Newsom signs budget to close $46.8B 
budget deficit

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— Gov. Gavin Newsom on 
Saturday signed California’s 
budget to close an esti- 
mated $46.8 billion deficit 
through $16 billion in spend- 
ing cuts and temporarily rais- 
ing taxes on some businesses. 
Lawmakers passed the bud- 
get Wednesday following an 
agreement between New- 
som and legislative leaders in 
which both sides made con- 
cessions and also had wins 
as they were forced, for the 
second year in a row, to pare 
back or delay some progres- 
sive policies that had been 
fueled by record-breaking 
surpluses during the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic. 
“This is a responsible budget 
that prepares for the future 
while investing in founda- 
tional programs that ben- 
efit millions of Californians 
every day,” Newsom said 


in a statement. “Thanks to 
careful stewardship of the 
budget over the past few 
years, we’re able to meet 
this moment while protect- 
ing our progress on housing, 
homelessness, education, 
health care and other pri- 
orities that matter deeply 
to Californians.” 
The deficit was about $32 bil- 
lion in 2023 before growing 
even bigger this year, with 
more deficits projected for 
the future in the nation’s 
most populous state. Sat- 
urday’s signing came just 
two years after Newsom 
and Democratic lawmak- 
ers were boasting about 
surpluses that totaled more 
than $100 billion, the product 
of hundreds of billions of dol- 
lars of federal COVID-19 aid 
and a progressive tax code 
that produced a windfall 
of revenue from the state’s 
wealthiest residents. 


But those revenue spikes did 
not last as inflation slowed 
the economy, contributing 
to rising unemployment and 
a slowdown in the tech in- 
dustry that has driven much 
of the state’s growth. The 
Newsom 
administration 
then badly miscalculated 
how much money California 
would have last year after a 
seven-month delay in the tax 
filing deadline. 
California has historically 
been prone to large budget 
swings, given its reliance on 
its wealthiest taxpayers. But 
these deficits have come 
at a bad time for Newsom, 
who has been building his 
national profile ahead of a 
potential future run for presi- 
dent and has been tapped 
as a top surrogate for Presi- 
dent Joe Biden’s campaign. 
The budget includes an 
agreement that Newsom 
and lawmakers will try to 


change the state constitu- 
tion to let California put more 
money in reserve for future 
shortfalls. 
Republicans, however, said 
they were left out of nego- 
tiations. They criticized the 
tax increase on businesses, 


which applies to companies 
with at least $1 million in rev- 
enue and will last for three 
years, bringing in more than 
$5 billion extra for the state 
next year. And they criticized 
Democrats for some cuts to 
social safety net programs.q

Arizona wildfire advances after forcing evacuations near Phoenix

SCOTTSDALE, Ariz. (AP) — 
More than 200 firefighters 
were battling a wildfire north- 
east of Phoenix on Saturday 
that threatened scores of 
homes and has forced doz- 
ens of residents to evacuate. 
No structures have been 
damaged as the wildfire 
traversed nearly 6 square 
miles (15 square kilometers) 
on the cusp of the Boulder 
Heights subdivision, said Mat- 
thew Wilcox, spokesman for 
a multi-agency wildfire re- 
sponse team. 
There were 275 people com- 
batting the fire Saturday as 
temperatures 
surpassed 
100 
degrees 
Fahrenheit 
(38 degrees Celsius) before 
midday, with wind gusts ex- 
pected in the afternoon. 
“We still have unseasonably 
high humidity, hot weather,” 
Wilcox said. “We have no 


wind right now, but gusts 
were predicted.” 
Air tankers and helicopters 
have helped douse flames 
from the sky above the Boul- 
der View Fire. The cause of 
the fire is under investigation. 
It began about 5 miles (8 kilo- 


meters) east of Carefree, just 
outside northern Scottsdale 
on the edge of the Tonto 
National Forest. 
The Red Cross set up an 
evacuation center at a high 
school in Scottsdale, and 
shelters for horses and other 


large animals were estab- 
lished at several locations, 
including the rodeo grounds 
at nearby Cave Creek. 
Air tankers and helicopters 
attack Arizona wildfire that 
has forced evacuations near 
Phoenix 
In central California, increas- 
ing temperatures and low 
relative humidity this week- 
end could result in worsen- 
ing wildfire conditions for 
the Fresno June Lightning 
Complex. The complex — 
made up of three large fires 
in eastern Fresno County as 
well as several smaller fires — 
was nearly 17 square miles 
(44 square kilometers) and 
42% contained by Saturday 
morning. One structure was 
confirmed destroyed, and 
evacuation orders remained 
in place. 
To the north, the Apache 
Fire in Butte County has de- 


stroyed 14 structures and 
damaged two others since 
Monday. The blaze was one 
square mile (2.8 square kilo- 
meters ) and 95% contained 
by Saturday morning. 
Crews were making good 
progress Saturday on the 
Darlene 3 fire in central 
Oregon. It was holding at 
6 square miles (15 square 
kilometers) and was 50 per- 
cent contained Saturday 
morning. 
The weather has helped fire- 
fighting efforts. Low winds, 
cooler temperatures and 
high humidity at night all 
contributed to the firefight- 
ers’ progress. It also allowed 
the Deschutes County Sher- 
iff’s Office to lower the evac- 
uation level for Newberry Es- 
tates from Level 3 to Level 2. 
All other evacuation notices 
have been lifted for the area 
west of Highway 97.q

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Family demands accountability for NY police killing of 13-year-old 
boy. Police said he aimed BB gun

finished 
middle 
school in the central New 
York city where his family 
moved about a decade 
ago 
as 
refugees 
from 
Myanmar, relatives said. 
By Friday night, the 13-year- 
old was fatally shot by po- 
lice who’d tackled him to 
the ground after he alleg- 
edly pointed what turned 
out to be a BB gun at them 
during a foot chase. 
Struggling to comprehend 
his death, his anguished 
relatives 
and 
outraged 
members of their immigrant 
community called Sunday 
for justice for him and ac- 
countability for police. 
“We came to the United 
States, finally, to get the 
education and to get the 
good jobs here” and hop- 
ing for a peaceful life after 
decades of strife and vio- 
lence in Myanmar, said Lay 
Htoo, who identified himself 
as one of Nyah’s cousins. 
But instead of celebrating 
the teen’s ascent to high 
school, his parents were 
waiting for medical exam- 
iners to release his body 
and wondering what would 
become of the officers. 
“They want them to be in 
prison forever,” the cousin 
said in a phone interview. 
As the state attorney gen- 
eral and the Utica Police 
Department investigate the 
shooting, Nyah’s relatives 
and other local members 
of Myanmar’s Karen ethnic 
minority said they planned 
to meet Sunday afternoon 


with Utica Mayor Michael 
P. Galime. A message seek- 
ing comment was sent to 
the mayor’s office. 
For now, the officers are on 
paid administrative leave. 
The shooting happened Fri- 
day night in Utica, an old 
industrial city where thou- 
sands of refugees from vari- 
ous countries have settled 
in recent decades, creat- 
ing a measure of revival in 
a faded Rust Belt hub. The 
city’s population of 65,000 
includes more than 4,200 
people from Myanmar, ac- 
cording to The Center, a 
nonprofit group that helps 
to resettle refugees. 
According to police, Nyah 
and another 13-year-old 
boy were stopped Friday 
night because they fit de- 


scriptions of suspects in an 
armed robbery that had 
happened Thursday in the 
same area, and because 
one teen was jaywalking. 
The police department de- 
clined Sunday to release 
the armed robbery report 
and its suspect description, 
citing the ongoing investi- 
gation. 
The body camera video 
shows an officer saying he 
needs to pat them down 
for any weapons. Then one 
of the teens — identified as 
Nyah — runs away, turns 
and appears to point a 
black item at them. 
The officers believed it was 
a handgun, police said, but 
it was later determined to 
be a BB or pellet gun that 
closely resembled a Glock 


17 Gen 5 handgun with 
a detachable magazine. 
Police released an image 
showing the device did 
not have an orange band 
on the barrel that many BB 
gun-makers have added in 
recent years to distinguish 
their products from fire- 
arms. 
Officer 
Bryce 
Patterson 
caught up with Nyah, tack- 
led and punched him, and 
as the two wrestled on the 
ground, 
Officer 
Patrick 
Husnay opened fire, body 
camera 
video 
showed. 
Utica Police Chief Mark Wil- 
liams said at a news con- 
ference Saturday that the 
single shot hit the youth in 
the chest. 
A bystander video posted 
to Facebook also showed 
an officer tackling the teen 
and punching him as two 
other officers arrive, then a 
gunshot ringing out as the 
teen was on the ground. 
Under New York law, the 
attorney general’s office 
looks into every death at 
the hands of law enforce- 
ment. The police depart- 
ment’s own probe will ex- 
plore whether officers fol- 
lowed policies and training. 
Williams called the shoot- 
ing “a tragic and traumatic 
incident for all involved, 
and his department said it 
released information and 
the body camera video in 
keeping with “our commit- 
ment to transparency.” 


To Nyah’s cousin, Isabella 
Moo, however, the police 
narrative seemed like “try- 
ing to criminalize him a lot 
more and trying to protect 
the police officers.” 
“The 
escalation 
of 
this 
should 
not 
have 
hap- 
pened, and our police of- 
ficers need to be trained a 
lot better or a lot different- 
ly,” she said in a phone in- 
terview. “The city needs to 
be held accountable, and 
this should not have been 
done to any child.” 
Karens are among groups 
warring with the military rul- 
ers of Myanmar, the South- 
east Asian country formerly 
known as Burma. The army 
ousted the elected govern- 
ment of Aung San Suu Kyi in 
2021 and suppressed wide- 
spread nonviolent protests 
that sought a return to 
democratic rule. 
Nyah’s family fled about 
two decades ago from 
Myanmar 
to 
Thailand, 
where he was born in a 
refugee camp, and then 
immigrated through a re- 
settlement program to the 
United States about nine 
years ago, Htoo said. He 
said the teen’s father works 
at a convenience store. 
Htoo said Nyah was keen 
on 
math, 
soccer 
and 
spending time with friends 
when not caring for his 
younger siblings. Interested 
in learning, he sometimes 
attended Bible study with 
his friends, though his fam- 
ily are Buddhists, the cousin 
said. 
The cousin said he’d been 
told that on Friday night, 
the boy informed his moth- 
er he was going to a store 
to buy something, and that 
was the last she saw of him. 
She hasn’t slept since, ex- 
cept for 10-minute naps, 
her 
tears 
resuming 
ev- 
ery time she awakens, he 
said.q

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Bolivian president orchestrated a ‘self-coup,’ political rival Evo 
Morales claims

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) — For- 
mer Bolivian President Evo 
Morales on Sunday accused 
his political ally-turned-rival 
President Luis Arce of de- 
ceiving the Bolivian people 
by staging a “self-coup” last 
week to earn political points 
among 
the 
electorate, 
marking a sharp downturn 
in an already fraught rela- 
tionship. 
Morales was initially among 
the country’s most powerful 
voices to say that approxi- 
mately 200 members of the 
military who marched on 
Bolivia’s government pal- 
ace alongside armored ve- 
hicles on Wednesday had 
attempted a “coup d’état.” 
“We are convinced that de- 
mocracy is the only way to 
resolve any difference and 
that institutions and the rule 
of law must be respected,” 
Morales wrote in a post on 
the social media platform 
X on the day of the military 
action. “We reiterate the 
call for all those involved in 
this riot to be arrested and 
tried.” 
But on Sunday, Morales 
joined others who believe 
Arce himself orchestrated 
a “self coup” to win the 
sympathy of Bolivians at a 
time when his popularity is 


extremely low. Arce “disre- 
spected the truth, deceived 
us, lied, not only to the Boliv- 
ian people but to the whole 
world,” Morales said in a lo- 
cal broadcast program on 
Sunday. Morales is throwing 
his support behind an ac- 
cusation made by former 
Gen. Juan José Zuñiga, who 
allegedly led the coup at- 
tempt. Morales said Zuñiga 
informed colleagues and 
family of his plan before car- 
rying it out, and that while in 
custody he told authorities 
that Arce had “betrayed” 


him. “The president told me: 
‘The situation is very screwed 
up, very critical. It is neces- 
sary to prepare something 
to raise my popularity’,” 
Zúñiga quoted the Bolivian 
leader as saying. 
That theory was quickly ad- 
opted by Arce’s political 
enemies, who dubbed it a 
“self-coup.” 
“At some point the truth will 
be known,” a handcuffed 
Gen. Juan José Zúñiga told 
reporters while being trans- 
ferred to prison Saturday. 
Morales called for an inde- 


pendent investigation into 
the Wednesday military ac- 
tion in a post on X on Sun- 
day. 
Shortly after the comments, 
Government Minister Eduar- 
do del Castillo responded in 
an interview with state tele- 
vision with a slight aimed at 
Morales, saying “according 
to Evo, if there aren’t deaths, 
there is no coup d’état.” 
Morales still wields a great 
deal of power in Bolivia, es- 
pecially among coca grow- 
ers and unions, while Arce 
has faced simmering dis- 


content as the country reels 
from an economic crisis. 
Morales, once Arce’s friend, 
resigned as president in 2019 
amid unrest after he ran for 
an unconstitutional third 
term and fled into exile, 
an incident he insists was a 
coup. He threw his support 
behind Arce in the country’s 
2020 election as candidate 
for his Movement for Social- 
ism, known by its Spanish 
acronym MAS. 
But their relationship soured 
when the leader returned 
from exile and Morales later 
announced he planned to 
run against Arce to be MAS’s 
candidate in the upcoming 
2025 elections. Their fights 
have grown increasingly bit- 
ter as Morales has blocked 
much of Arce’s legislative 
agenda in Congress. 
“We’ve been politically at- 
tacked,” Arce told The Asso- 
ciated Press in an interview 
Friday. But “we haven’t at- 
tacked” back. 
The feud has angered many 
Bolivians and Morales’ Sun- 
day comments were not 
likely to help. 
Morales said in the local ra- 
dio program “Kausachun 
Coca” that he felt the inci- 
dent damaged the image 
of Bolivia and its military. He 
also apologized for express- 
ing solidarity with Arce.q

Ultra-Orthodox protest against order to enlist in Israeli military turns 
violent in Jerusalem

JERUSALEM (AP) — Thou- 
sands of Jewish ultra-Ortho- 
dox men clashed with Israeli 
police in central Jerusalem 
on Sunday during a protest 
against a Supreme Court or- 
der for them to begin enlist- 
ing for military service. 
The landmark decision last 
week ordering the gov- 
ernment to begin drafting 
ultra-Orthodox men could 
lead to the collapse of 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne- 
tanyahu’s governing coali- 
tion as Israel wages war in 
Gaza. 
Tens of thousands of men 
rallied in an ultra-Orthodox 
neighborhood to protest 
the order. But after nightfall, 


the crowd made its way to- 
ward central Jerusalem and 
turned violent. 
Israeli police said protesters 
threw rocks and attacked 
the car of an ultra-Orthodox 
Cabinet minister, pelting it 
with stones. Water cannons 
filled with skunk-scented 
water and police mounted 
on horses were used to dis- 
perse the crowd. But the 
demonstration was still not 
under control late Sunday. 
Military service is compulso- 
ry for most Jewish men and 
women in Israel. But politi- 
cally powerful ultra-Ortho- 
dox parties have won ex- 
emptions for their followers 
to skip military service and 
instead study in religious 
seminaries. 


The long-standing arrange- 
ment has bred resentment 
among the broader public, 
a sentiment that has grown 
stronger during the eight- 
month war against Hamas. 
Over 600 soldiers have been 
killed in fighting, and tens of 
thousands of reservists have 
been activated, upending 
careers, 
businesses 
and 
lives. 
Ultra-Orthodox parties and 
their followers say forc- 
ing their men to serve in 
the army will destroy their 
generations-old way of life. 
Earlier Sunday, thousands 
of men crowded a square 
and joined in mass prayers. 
Many held signs criticizing 
the government, with one 
saying “not even one male” 


should be drafted. 
The ultra-Orthodox parties 
are key members of Netan- 
yahu’s governing coalition 
and could potentially force 
new elections if they decide 
to leave the government in 
protest. 


Party leaders have not said 
whether they will leave 
the government. Doing so 
could be risky, with Netan- 
yahu’s coalition’s popular- 
ity lagging since the Oct. 7 
Hamas attack that sparked 
the war. q

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Hurricane Beryl strengthens into a Category 4 storm as it nears the

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 
— Hurricane Beryl strength- 
ened into what experts 
called an “extremely dan- 
gerous” Category 4 storm 
as it approached the south- 
east Caribbean, which be- 
gan shutting down Sunday 
amid urgent pleas from gov- 
ernment officials for people 
to take shelter. 
The storm was expected to 
make landfall in the Wind- 
ward Islands on Monday 
morning. Hurricane warn- 
ings were in effect for Bar- 
bados, St. Lucia, Grenada, 
Tobago and St. Vincent and 
the Grenadines. 
“This is a very dangerous 
situation,” warned the Na- 
tional 
Hurricane 
Center 
in Miami, which said that 
Beryl was “forecast to bring 
life-threatening winds and 
storm surge.” 
Beryl was located about 250 
miles (400 kilometers) south- 
east of Barbados. It had 
maximum sustained winds 
of 130 mph (215 kph) and 
was moving west-northwest 
at 18 mph (30 kph). It is a 
compact storm, with hurri- 
cane-force winds extend- 
ing 35 miles (340 kilometers) 
from its center. 
A tropical storm warning 
was in effect for Martinique. 
A tropical storm watch was 
issued for Dominica, Trini- 
dad, Haiti’s entire south- 


ern coast, and from Punta 
Palenque in the Dominican 
Republic west to the border 
with Haiti. 
Beryl is expected to pass 
just south of Barbados early 
Monday and then head into 
the Caribbean Sea as a ma- 
jor hurricane on a path to- 
ward Jamaica. It is expect- 
ed to weaken by midweek, 
but still remain a hurricane 
as it heads toward Mexico. 
Historic hurricane 
Beryl had strengthened into 
a Category 3 hurricane on 
Sunday morning, becoming 
the first major hurricane east 
of the Lesser Antilles on re- 
cord for June, according to 


Philip Klotzbach, Colorado 
State University hurricane 
researcher. 
It took Beryl only 42 hours 
to strengthen from a tropi- 
cal depression to a major 
hurricane — a feat accom- 
plished only six other times 
in Atlantic hurricane history, 
and with Sept. 1 as the earli- 
est date, according to hur- 
ricane expert Sam Lillo. 
Beryl is now the earliest Cat- 
egory 4 Atlantic hurricane 
on record, besting Hurricane 
Dennis, which became a 
Category 4 storm on July 
8, 2005, hurricane specialist 
and storm surge expert Mi- 
chael Lowry said. 


“Beryl is an extremely dan- 
gerous and rare hurricane 
for this time of year in this 
area,” he said in a phone 
interview. “Unusual is an 
understatement. Beryl is al- 
ready a historic hurricane 
and it hasn’t struck yet.” 
Hurricane Ivan in 2004 was 
the last strongest hurricane 
to hit the southeast Carib- 
bean, causing catastrophic 
damage in Grenada as a 
Category 3 storm. 
“So this is a serious threat, a 
very serious threat,” Lowry 
said of Beryl. 
Reecia Marshall, who lives 
in Grenada, was working a 
Sunday shift at a local ho- 


tel, preparing guests and 
urging them to stay away 
from windows as she stored 
enough food and water for 
everyone. 
She said she was a child 
when Hurricane Ivan struck, 
and that she doesn’t fear 
Beryl. 
“I know it’s part of nature. 
I’m OK with it,” she said. “We 
just have to live with it.” 
Forecasters warned of a 
life-threatening storm surge 
of up to 9 feet (3 meters) in 
areas where Beryl will make 
landfall, with up to 6 inches 
(15 centimeters) of rain for 
Barbados and nearby is- 
lands. 
Warm waters were fuel- 
ing Beryl, with ocean heat 
content in the deep Atlan- 
tic the highest on record for 
this time of year, according 
to Brian McNoldy, University 
of Miami tropical meteorol- 
ogy researcher. Lowry said 
the waters are now warmer 
than they would be at the 
peak of the hurricane sea- 
son in September. 
Beryl marks the farthest east 
that a hurricane has formed 
in the tropical Atlantic in 
June, breaking a record set 
in 1933, according to Klotz- 
bach. 
“Please take this very serious- 
ly and prepare yourselves,” 
said Ralph Gonsalves, the 
prime minister of St. Vincent 
and the Grenadines. “This is 
a terrible hurricane.”q

Hungary’s Orbán presents a new alliance with Austrian and Czech 
nationalist parties

VIENNA (AP) — Hungarian 
Prime Minister Viktor Orbán 
on Sunday presented a 
new alliance with Austria’s 
far-right Freedom Party and 
the main Czech opposition 
party, which hopes to attract 
other partners and become 
the biggest right-wing group 
in the European Parliament. 
Orbán traveled to Vienna 
to present the “Patriots for 
Europe” alliance of his Fidesz 
party with the Freedom Party 
and former Czech Prime 
Minister Andrej Babiš's ANO 
party, a day before Hungary 
takes over the European 


Union’s rotating presidency 
for six months. 
The European Parliament 
elections 
in 
early 
June 
strengthened 
hard-right 
parties overall, though their 
performances varied from 
country to country, but 
left unclear to what extent 
they would manage to 
work together. Until now, 
they have been spread 
across two groups in the 
EU legislature, plus a large 
number of unaligned parties. 
Orbán 
in 
recent 
years 
has appeared to relish 
opportunities 
to 
block, 
water down or delay key 
EU decisions, routinely going 
against the grain of most 


other leaders on issues like 
the war in Ukraine, relations 
with Russia and China, and 
efforts to defend democracy 
and the rule of law. His public 
opposition to EU policies and 
stances has long frustrated 
other governments in the 
bloc and pushed him to the 
margins of the continent’s 
mainstream. 
“What Europeans want is 
three things: peace, order 
and development,” Orbán 
said through an interpreter at 
Sunday’s event. “And what 
they are getting from the 
elite in Brussels today is war, 
migration and stagnation.” 
“Our objective is, and we 
believe that this will happen, 


that in a short time, this will 
be the strongest right-wing 
group in the European 
Parliament,” Orbán said. 
The trio would need to 
attract lawmakers from at 
least four more EU countries 
to successfully form a group 
in the new parliament. 
Freedom 
Party 
leader 
Herbert Kickl noted that the 
new European Parliament 
will meet for the first time in 
Strasbourg on July 16. He said 
that “starting immediately ... 
all political forces that want 
to join in our political and 
positive reform effort are 
very welcome.” 
Kickl added that “from what 
I have heard in recent days 


... there will be more of them 
than some of you probably 
suspect right now.” He didn’t 
name any potential partners, 
and the three party leaders 
didn’t take questions. 
The 
Freedom 
Party 
narrowly won first place in 
the European Parliament 
election and hopes to win 
Austria’s national election 
on Sept. 29. 
A “patriotic manifesto for 
a European future” signed 
by the three party leaders 
assails alleged plans for “a 
European 
central 
state” 
and pledges “to prioritize 
sovereignty over federalism, 
freedom over diktats, and 
peace.”q

Blackstone Beach 


(Oranjestad)—Named after 
its most recognizable fea- 
ture, the Blackstone Beach 
almost represents the op- 
posite of the typical Aru- 
ban beaches. For one, it has 
black sand and is covered 


in black smooth stones. Sec- 
ondly, it lies on the northern 
side of the island, away from 
the white sandy beaches of 
in the southern region. So, if 
you feel up for something 
different—or if it’s opposite 


day, visit the Blackstone 
Beach. 


Blackstone Beach shows the 
more natural side of Aruba: 
the stones that cover the 
beaches and the shape 
of it has been crafted for 
thousand years via volcanic 
eruptions, coral reef move- 
ments and wave activity of 
the rural northern part of the 
island. 
Located further east to the 
Natural Bridge and Andi- 
curi Beach, the Blackstone 
Beach is relatively easy 
to access. Once you get 
passed the Ayo Rock For- 


mation, take the Andicuri 
road leading up to Andicuri 
Beach. There, you can park 
your car and take a 1km 
hike towards Blackstone 
Beach. 
This beach forms part of the 
Arikok National Park and is 
therefore a site that is pre- 
served. This is why it is also 
relatively 
untouched 
by 
commercial influences. De- 


spite being called a beach, 
do note that it is not advised 
to swim in the water, as the 
current is very strong and 
can easily stray you further 
in the wild ocean. However, 
you can still enjoy a spec- 
tacular view of the stones 
and the northern ocean that 
stretches out in front of the 
beach and take a picture 
with your friends or family!q 
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Papiamento words and phrases you may want to know! 


(Oranjestad)—Aruba 
is 
a melting pot of different 
nationalities, cultures and 
languages. 
Primarily 
for 
this reason, the average 
Aruban 
can 
understand 
and speak Dutch, Eng- 
lish and Spanish relatively 
well. However, as much as 
we pride ourselves in be- 
ing able to communicate 
with almost everyone, we 
cherish our native tongue 
Papiamento 
above 
all 
else. Want to learn some 
common words in our lan- 
guage? Here are a few ba- 
sic words and phrases that 
can get you a hat tip from 
an Aruban. 


When you arrive at the air- 
port in Aruba, one of the 
first words in Papiamento 
you may encounter is “Bon 
bini.” Bon bini in Papiamen- 
to means welcome, and is 
probably the most famous 
Papiamento word for tour- 
ists. 


Hi! Bye! 
To be fair, there is no unique 
way to say “hello” in Pa- 
piamento. At least, not of- 
ficially. We often just use 
the English “hello” or “hey”, 
or Dutch “hallo” to greet 
someone. We do howev- 
er, always follow it up with 
“con bay?” or “con ta?” 


Con bay is a shortened 
version of “con ta bay?”, 
which 
essentially 
means 
“how are you?” 


The word “con” in Papia- 
mento 
means 
“how?” 
and is pronounced with a 
rounder “o” sounds, like in 
the English word “cone”. 
“Ta bay” refers to how you 
are doing. 


When we say goodbye, we 
use the word “ayo” (not like 
the Ayo Rock Formation, 
but also…kinda?). We may 
also use “te oro”, which 
means “see you later”. 


Greetings during the day 
Most, if not all, languages 
have different ways to 
greet according to the time 
of day, and Papiamento is 
no different. Since Papia- 
mento is heavily influences 
from Portuguese and Span- 
ish, some of these phrases 
may look very familiar. 
1. Bon dia is used in the 
morning, up to about 
noon. Bon dia essential- 
ly means good morn- 
ing. The word “bon” 
means 
“good”, 
and 
while “dia” does not di- 
rectly mean “morning” 


in English, it is used of- 
ten to refer to the morn- 
ing time. 
2. Bon tardi. In the after- 
noon to early evening 
hours, we use “bon 
tardi” to greet people, 
which means “good 
afternoon”. “Tardi” ac- 
tually comes from the 
word “atardi”, which 
directly 
translates 
to 
“afternoon”. However, 
the shortened “tardi” 
is used to keep the 
rhythm on the phrase. 
And the same could be 
said for our last greeting 
of the day. 


3. Bon nochi. You guessed 
it, “bon nochi” means 
“good night”. Just like 
“tardi”, “nochi” is actu- 
ally the shortened ver- 
sion of the word “ano- 
chi”. 
Yes…no…maybe? 
The affirmative and nega- 
tive expression is very sim- 
ple in Papiamento. Just like 
Spanish, our yeses are “si” 
and our no’s are “no”. Pret- 
ty easy right? If you want 
to gain some extra points 
from younger locals, you 
can also say “se”, which is 
a more casual affirmative 
used mostly by the younger 
generation. However, do 
note: some older genera- 
tions may find this improper 
and not respectful, so keep 
that in mind. 


Thanks man… 
Lastly, a word that we can 
also say more often is “dan- 
ki”, which means literally 
“thank you”. “Danki” is de- 
rived from the Dutch word 
“bedankt”. 
Though 
we 
don’t really have a transla- 
tion for “I appreciate it” in 
English, we do use “masha 
danki” to convey the mes- 
sage. “Masha” means “a 
lot” or “very”, so “masha 
danki” means “thank you 
very much”. q 


Aruban snacks and where to find them 


ORANJESTAD — Want to taste something dif- 
ferent for a change? How about some Aruban 
snacks that you can find all around the island? 
Hop in your car, and go to these locations to 
find some of the most popular and tasty snacks 
that are beloved by our locals. 


One of the staples of Aruban cuisine and snacks 
is the Pastechi. Pastechi is a Caribbean fried 
pastry that is filled with cheese, meat, chick- 
en, veggies and sometimes even fish! Or per- 
haps you might want to try a croquette, locally 
called a “kroket,” which is a crusty fried snack 
with typically a meat and dough mix filling. The 
Aruban kroket is based on its Dutch counter- 


part, the “bitterbal”. 


These two snacks are typically found in all local 
snack trucks, which can be found all over the 
island, including on the side of the main road 
that stretches from San Nicolas to the Hotel 
Area. You can also find pastechis and krokets 
at local bakeries and snack shops, like Bright 
Bakery in Piedra Plat, Huchada in Santa Cruz or 
Pastechi House in the city center. These places 
may also sell other snacks and sandwiches too, 
perfect for on-the-road lunch break. 


While you’re at it, why not accompany your 
snack with a refreshing “batido”? Batidos are 
fruit shakes, typically made with added milk for 
some creaminess. However, you can also ask 
to hold the milk. Batidos are commonly found 
in snack shops too. You may find some batido 
shops next the flee markets downtown, or if 
you’re on your way to San Nicolas, at Mauchi 
Smoothies and Juice Bar in Savaneta (located 
at the side of the main road). 


If you are looking for something a bit more fresh 
and healthy, why not try some coconuts, or 
shaved ice from local vendors? These vendors 
carry their little shop at the back of their truck, 


so they are ever-moving around the island. 
However, there are a few spots where you can 
almost always find a coconut/shaved ice ven- 
dor: 
1. Right next to the Red Anchor in San Nicolas, 
on the way to Baby Beach. 
2. Along the main road next to the airport field. 
3. At the California Light House. 
4. At the Alto Vista Chapel. 


These vendors may also sell other delights, like 
the beloved coconut-based dessert “cocada” 
or peanuts. All in all, in Aruba, you can always 
find some place to take a break and have a 
bite of something local, you maybe just might 
have to look for them!

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Ever heard of the cah’i orgel? 
A key instrument in Aruban folklore music 


(Oranjestad)—The cah’i or- 
gel music box is an impor- 
tant and unique instrument 
that is used on the ABC is- 
lands in the Dutch Carib- 
bean. This instrument is a 
staple in our folklore music, 
and its significance in the 
traditions of Aruba has and 
continues to bring together 
the old and young. 


The origin of the cah’i or- 
gel is said to have come 
from Europe around 150 
years ago. A cross breed 
between the barrel piano 
and the organ, the most 
popular stories said that the 
instrument came from ei- 
ther England or Germany, 
but made its way to Italy 
down to Venezuela, where 
in 1881, Mr. Horatio Sprock 
(1866-1949) from Curacao 
was first introduced to it. 
After that, Sprock made his 
own cah’i orgel “Josefina”, 


and successfully debuted 
it on the streets of Barqui- 
simeto. Back in Curacao, 
he started his own cah’i 
orgel business along with 
his brother Luis. In Aruba, it 
is said that the cah’i orgel 
was introduced by Rufo 
Wever, who later in his ca- 
reer became one of the 
composers for the Aruban 
national anthem. 


Rufo Wever was a young 
musician in 1937 when he 
established his own cah’i 
orgel business on the island. 
Before that he experiment- 
ed with his uncle’s cah’i or- 
gel, and he over the years 
he learned to build and re- 
pair the instrument. In fact, 
he was incredibly skilled in 
this, and he was one of the 
few to have recognized 
from the start that the cah’i 
orgel is an instrument that 
needs preserving. 


As mentioned, the cah’i 
orgel is a music box. made 
from mahogany wood, it 
contains a cylinder with a 
maximum of eight music 
pieces. By rotating the lever 
on the front side of the box, 
the cah’i orgel produces 
music similar to that of a pi- 
ano, and is accompanied 
often by someone else 
playing the “wiri”, a percus- 
sion instrument made out 
of steel and reminiscent 
to the Spanish guiro. Back 
then, you would often also 
find someone playing the 
triangle alongside the cah’i 
orgel and wiri. In Aruba, the 
cah’i orgel and wiri is used 
for traditional music genres, 
such as the Aruban waltz, 
tumba, mazurka and more. 


Fun fact: another name for 
the cah’i orgel is the “tin- 
gilingi box.”

NOORD — Every week we

In the proses of discover- 
ing the islands landscapes 
and topography you will 
reach Malmok area, which 
offers a perfect and relax- 
ing coast line and beaches. 
During your drive around 
you will probably notice 
and differentiate three ba- 
sic geological formations: 
one is a hilly part; second an 
undulating part and a third 
part consisting of limestone 


which embraces these two 
zones and forming also the 
coast line. 


The picture shows you how 
calm and peaceful you can 
swim in the Malmok area. 
Now for those who wants to 
know more about this beau- 
tiful and archaic site. There 
is a Malmok Paleo Lithic 
cemetery. This Stone Age 
site is situated at a distance 
of 200 meters south and 300 
meters north of the sea par- 
allel to the former Salina or 
salt-lake. The site shares its 
sandy subsoil with the salt- 
lake. This limestone is part 
of the Lower terrace forma- 
tion, formed during a period 
of a rising sea level. Most 
commonly forms in clear, 


warm, shallow marine wa- 
ters. It is usually an organic 
sedimentary rock that forms 
from the accumulation of 
shell, coral, algae Etc. 


Most of the area in the Mal- 
mok site is flat terrain near 
the Salina. However some 
of dunes exist in the west- 
ern part of the site. Rock 
markings and Turtle shell 
covered graves were found 
in the dunes slightly above 
the plain. This means that 
the dunes were already 
present in the period at the 
burial activities took Mal- 
mok place. The graves in 
their relations ship to the 
present 
surface 
suggest 
that the surface was essen- 
tially the same in prehistory 


as it is today. 
The Neo Lithic agro ceram- 
ic tribes also occupied this 
abundant and resource full 
area, which marine sup- 
ply must have sustain their 
peaceful existence. Rela- 
tives buried their dead’s in 
the ground near their settle- 
ment some with special gifts 
as social status distinctions 
in their grave. However oth- 
ers were found with seeds 
to be planted in the after- 
life while a few with any 
traceable gifts at all. Dur- 
ing rituals corpse where first 
buried in the ground, after 
a several months or even 
years, the bones were ex- 
cavated, cleaned with me- 
ticulous care.

The historic shipwrecks, located on the Aruban seabed are also worth a 
visit. Aruba is known for its white beaches and blue oceans, which means 
there are many fascinating under water spots, where you can take your 
snorkeling gear and we selected the top spots for you. 


Tres Trapi 
Tres Trapi means tree steps in Papiamento, Papiamento is together with 
Dutch the official language spoken on Aruba. The beach is called Tres 
Trapi because it is accessible by the tree steps carved into the rocks. Tres 
Trapi is a small rocky beach, located on the north-western side of the 
island, approximately 5 to 10 minute drive from Palm Beach. From the 
unique steps you can easily walk over the beach into the clear and tur- 
quoise blue ocean.

US wants Boeing to plead guilty to fraud over fatal 
crashes, lawyers say

The U.S. Justice Depart- 
ment plans to propose 
that Boeing plead guilty to 
fraud in connection with 
two deadly plane crashes 
involving its 737 Max jet- 
liners, according to two 
people who heard federal 
prosecutors detail the offer 
Sunday. 
Boeing will have until the 
end of the coming week 
to accept or reject the of- 
fer, which includes the gi- 
ant aerospace company 
agreeing to an indepen- 
dent monitor who would 
oversee 
its 
compliance 
with anti-fraud laws, they 
said. 
The 
Justice 
Department 


told relatives of some of 
the 346 people who died in 
the 2018 and 2019 crashes 
about the plea offer during 
a video meeting, accord- 
ing to Mark Lindquist, one 
of the lawyers representing 
families who are suing Boe- 
ing, and another person 
who heard the call with 
prosecutors. 
During the meeting, family 
members expressed anger 
that prosecutors wanted to 
offer Boeing a chance to 
plead guilty to a 3-year-old 
charge instead of pursuing 
additional charges and a 
trial. One said the prosecu- 
tors were gaslighting the 
families; another shouted 
at them for several minutes 
when given a chance to 


speak. 
“We are upset. They should 
just prosecute,” said Mas- 
sachusetts resident Nadia 
Milleron, whose 24-year-old 
daughter, Samya Stumo, 
died in the second of two 
737 Max crashes. “They are 


saying we can argue to 
the judge.” 
Prosecutors told the fami- 
lies that if Boeing rejects 
the plea offer, the Justice 
Department would seek 
a trial in the matter, they 
said. 
Boeing declined to com- 
ment. 
The meeting came weeks 
after prosecutors told a 
federal judge that the 
American aerospace giant 
breached a January 2021 
deal that had protected 
Boeing from criminal pros- 
ecution in connection with 
the crashes in Indonesia 
and in Ethiopia. 
A conviction could jeop- 
ardize Boeing’s status as 
a federal contractor, ac- 
cording to some legal ex- 
perts. The company has 
large contracts with the 
Pentagon and NASA.q

Alec Baldwin’s case on track for trial in July as judge denies 
request to dismiss

SANTA FE, N.M. (AP) — A 
court ruling on Friday put 
an involuntary manslaugh- 
ter case against Alec Bald- 
win on track for trial in early 
July as a judge denied a 
request to dismiss the case 
on complaints that key evi- 
dence was damaged by 
the FBI during forensic test- 
ing. 
Judge Mary Marlowe Som- 
mer sided with prosecutors 
in rejecting a motion to dis- 
miss the case. 
Defense attorneys had ar- 
gued that the gun in the 
fatal shooting was heavily 
damaged during FBI foren- 
sic testing before it could 
be examined for possible 
modifications or problems 
that might exonerate the 
actor-producer. 
The ruling removes one 
of the last hurdles before 
prosecutors can bring the 
case to trial with jury selec- 
tion scheduled for July 9 in 
Santa Fe. 
At trial, attorneys plan to 
call on witnesses from a 
court-approved list of more 
than 60 people. They in- 
clude film director Joel Sou- 
za, who was wounded in 
the shooting as well as as- 
sistant director Dave Halls, 
who earlier pleaded no 
contest to negligent use of 
a deadly weapon, and an 
array of first responders, in- 
vestigators, firearms experts 
and close-range witnesses 
to the shooting. 
During a rehearsal on the 
set of the Western film 
“Rust” in 2021, Baldwin 
pointed a gun at cinema- 
tographer Halyna Hutchins 
when the revolver went 
off, killing her and injur- 
ing director Souza as the 
bullet became lodged in 
his shoulder. Baldwin has 
maintained that he pulled 
back the gun’s hammer 
but not the trigger and has 
pleaded not guilty. 
The FBI conducted an acci- 
dental discharge test on the 
gun by striking it from sev- 
eral angles with a rawhide 
mallet, eventually breaking 
the gun. Prosecutors plan 
to present evidence at trial 
that they say shows the fire- 
arm “could not have fired 


absent a pull of the trigger” 
and was working properly 
before the shooting. 
Baldwin has twice been 
charged 
in 
Hutchins’ 
death. 
Prosecutors 
dis- 
missed an earlier charge, 
then refiled it after receiv- 
ing a new analysis of the re- 
volver that Baldwin pointed 
at Hutchins. 
“Rust” 
armorer 
Hannah 
Gutierrez-Reed is serving 
an 18 month sentence on 
a conviction for involuntary 
manslaughter in the fatal 


shooting, as she appeals 
the jury verdict. It’s likely the 
prosecutors will call her to 
testify at Baldwin’s trial, de- 
spite her refusal to answer 
questions at a pretrial inter- 
view and instead invoke her 
constitutional rights against 
self-incrimination under the 
Fifth Amendment. A judge 
refused a request to com- 
pel her testimony by pro- 
viding immunity. 
Marlowe 
Sommer 
said 
that destruction of internal 
components of the firearm 


“is not highly prejudicial” 
to a fair trial and that Bald- 
win’s legal team failed to 
demonstrate bad faith by 
investigators. 
While Baldwin “contends 
that an unaltered firearm 
is critical to his case, other 
evidence concerning the 
functionality of the firearm 
on Oct. 21, 2021, weighs 
against the defendant’s as- 
sertions,” the judge wrote. 
Sheriff’s investigators initially 
sent the revolver to the FBI 
for routine testing, but when 


an FBI analyst heard Bald- 
win say in an ABC TV inter- 
view that he never pulled 
the trigger, the agency told 
local authorities they could 
conduct an accidental dis- 
charge test, though it might 
damage the gun. 
The FBI was told by a team 
of 
investigators 
to 
go 
ahead, and tested the re- 
volver by striking it from sev- 
eral angles with a rawhide 
mallet. One of those strikes 
fractured the gun’s firing 
and safety mechanisms. 
Defense attorneys say that 
the “outrageous” decision 
to move forward with test- 
ing may have destroyed 
exculpatory evidence. 
Prosecutors said it was “un- 
fortunate” the gun broke, 
but it wasn’t destroyed and 
the parts are still available. 
They say Baldwin’s attor- 
neys still have the ability 
to defend their client and 
question 
the 
evidence 
against him. 
In Friday’s ruling, the judge 
said prosecutors will have 
to fully disclose at trial the 
destructive nature of the 
FBI forensic testing on the 
gun, including what was 
lost in the process and its 
relevance in reaching a 
verdict. 
Several hours of testimony 
about the gun and foren- 
sic testing during online 
hearings in recent days 
provided a dress rehearsal 
for the possible trial against 
Baldwin. Attorneys for Bald- 
win gave long and prob- 
ing cross-examinations of 
the lead detective, an FBI 
forensic firearm investiga- 
tor and the prosecution’s 
independent gun expert, 
Lucien Haag. 
Prosecutors plan to pres- 
ent evidence that they say 
shows the firearm “could 
not have fired absent a 
pull of the trigger” and was 
working 
properly 
before 
the shooting. 
Since the 2021 shooting, 
the filming of “Rust” re- 
sumed but moved to Mon- 
tana under an agreement 
with 
Hutchins’ 
husband, 
Matthew Hutchins, which 
made him an executive 
producer. The completed 
movie has not yet been re- 
leased for public viewing.q

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Bellingham and Kane send England to quarterfinals of Euro 2024 
after 2-1 comeback win over Slovakia

GELSENKIRCHEN, Germany 
(AP) — Jude Bellingham 
scored a stunning overhead 
kick with only seconds left to 
help England avoid one of 
the most shocking defeats in 
the history of the European 
Championship on Sunday. 
The midfielder’s acrobatic 
strike in the fifth minute of 
stoppage time leveled the 
round-of-16 game against 
Slovakia at 1-1. Harry Kane 
struck again in the first minute 
of extra time at the Veltins 
Arena to secure a 2-1 come- 
back win and a place in the 
quarterfinals where England 
will play Switzerland in Dues- 
seldorf on Saturday. 
“I think it was 20 seconds until 
we were out of the European 
Championship,” Bellingham 
said. “It’s hard to deny that it 
was one of the most impor- 
tant moments of my career 
so far.” 
For so long it looked like be- 
ing one of the most humbling 
defeats England had ever 
suffered — bringing back 
memories of its elimination 
at the hands of Iceland at 
Euro 2016 — as one of the 
pre-tournament 
favorites 
trailed Ivan Schranz’s 25th- 
minute goal for 45th-ranked 
Slovakia. England needed to 
improve in the second half. 
Phil Foden had a goal ruled 
out by VAR, Kane headed 
wide from close range and 
Declan Rice hit the post in 
the 81st. 
With seconds remaining on 
the clock, Bellingham’s mo- 
ment of inspiration came. 
Kyle Walker launched a long 
throw from the right and Marc 
Guehi leapt to flick the ball 
on. 
It was behind Bellingham in 
the middle of the box, but 
in a flash he readjusted his 
body and executed a perfect 
overhead kick, sending the 
ball in to the bottom corner 
to leave Slovakia goalkeeper 
Martin Dubravka rooted on 
his line as he watched it nestle 
into the back of the net. 
“I had a funny feeling the 
game wasn’t dead and I 
know that sounds ridicu- 
lous. We were pushing and 
probing,” England manager 
Gareth Southgate said. “Ulti- 
mately it is the one we have 
thrown in the box that got 


us the goal.” 
Bellingham’s goal was Eng- 
land’s first shot on target in 
the match. 
It didn’t have to wait long for 
its second as Kane headed 


home to score his seventh 
goal in his last seven knockout 
games at major tournaments. 
It was also a record-extending 
65th for his country. 
England - ranked fifth in the 


world - hasn’t won a major 
tournament since its only tri- 
umph at the World Cup in 
1966. “We haven’t come to 
get to a quarterfinal, but to 
get through a night like tonight 


was fantastic character and 
we now play a Swiss team 
that have been very good,” 
Southgate said. “We have a 
couple of days to recover 
and get ready for them.”q
